I On the fatal day, April I',.', the emperor 
was rapidly sinking, and Dr. Mackenzie de- 
teriiiiiied to try a new tuba. He sayii: 
I "Aa auon as the new tulie was re.-idy I dia- 
patohed a messenger to Profesaor Berg- 
mannto request him to come to me. as aoon 
as pusHihIe, meaning, of course, that I wa.s 
anxious to proceed to change the tube witli- 
3ut delay. In sending off that measaiiu little 
, lid I think that it would have auch fatal 
tonaequenoea. Had I bad the slightest idea 
' of what wns to follow I should certainly not 
have allowed any overpunctilious notions of 
atiqiietttt to mialead me into taking so disas 
trotuaatepb At that moment, however, ii 
appeared to e tbe right thing to do." 

Dr. Mackenzie aaya Professor Berg 
mann waa greatly azcitad when be arrived 
and behaved in a moat unaoouontaole man- 
ner. He coiitinuea: 

"Wh tiieii proceeded to tba emperor'a 
room. AVe found the emperor engagad in 
writing. Hia inapiration waa diaiiuctly 
audible, but beyond this there was not the 
slightest indication of any dilUouUy in beat- 
ing. Dr. Bergmann placed a chair op- 
poaite the window and asked the emperor tu 
(it down upon it, and thereupon, without 
making any remark, he quickly undid tbe 
tape wiiicb kept tbe canula hi position, 
pulled the latter out, and, with considerable 
force, endeavored to inaert ime whicii he bad 
in bis hand, and which waa not provided 
with a pilot inatrumant. It waa forced into 
tbe neck, out no air came through it. The 
emperor's breatuiiig tbereupoii became Very 
much embarrasaed, and the profesaor with- 
draw the tuba. This waa followed by a vio 
lent fit of coughing, and there waa ounaider- 
able beoiorrbage. 

"Professor Bergmann next aeiaad a 
tonipoii e;inula covered witb aponge, cut the 
spoii;;e ipiiculy off and tried to puah the 
tutie into tiie wind pipe. Again, no air caiue 
tbrou.;h till- cupula, and it waa clear that in- 
stead of entering the air paiaage it bad been 
forced downwards to the front trachea, 
ploiietiin„ U|i tiie soft tisauee in that snua 
tioii and making what is technically known 
as a false paaaaga, Xgain the professor uad 
to pull out tbe tube, and again its wita- 
drawal waa followed by violent coughing 
and streams of binod. To my ounsteriiutioii, 
Professor ISeigiiianii ibeu pushed his finger 
deeply into the wuuiiil, and on withdrawing 
it tried to insert aiiottier tube. He again 
failtsl, howevi r, and iigaiii the attempt waa 
followe<l as before by tbe most ililll— llifl 
coughing and copious bleeding." 

The result of tins bungling. Dr. .Mai kenaie 
goes on to aay, waa ttiat Professor lierg- 
mann'a — itBiiit wm oaUai la to llulab tha 

job. 

"After the oiieration," says Dr. Mackan- 
cie, "tbe tin|>eror sent for me and asked; 
•Why did Hergmau put his linger iiilo my 
throat}' His majesty then went on to say ; 
'I hope you will not allow I'rofessor Merj;- 
man to do any furlliei o|>ei atioiis on me.' 
laiiswereil: 'After what I have seen to d.i) , 
iir, I be-; most respectfully to say tlial 1 can 
no loiii.'1-r have the lionor of contiuumg in 
attendance on your iiuperiul higbniMia, if 
Professor liergiiiann is to be permitted to 
touch your throat ai;aiii."' 

Professor Hergmaiiirs roughness was never 
forgotuui by the uiii|>eror, although the no- 
bility of his nature prevautad him from 
showing any reseiitmeiit. 

There is nothim; particularly new in Dr. 
Mackenzie's account of tue last hours of the 
emperor, but he alleges that a few lu.io s 
after the emperor's death i'riiice Hisinaiek 
tried to ;^ei mm into a trap by demaiiding u 
baaty ofHcial report. Tho remainder of the 
book is devoted to controversial topics and 
•tatiatioal matters which will iatareat 
waroaly any but jirofessii mal men.

rose rapidly, closing one and one-half cents 
higher than a week ago. Com advanodd a 
fraction, but receded. Oats have risen a 
quarter, and coffee about three quarters of a 
1 cent, but lard has fallen nearly one cent, 
j and the fictitious prices in potton have 
I yielded, Willi ijU'.tations half a cent lower. 
Oil has fallen one and one half cents, and 
the sudden advance in bides having resulted 
ill duUneaa, pricea hava yielded half a cent. 

Tbeae fluotuatfona, in tha main, without 
any reaaona in ooadittoaa of demand and 
supply, have a tandanqy to retard all legiti- 
mate buainem, daartnfS al atiaa outside 
New York abow all Inoraaia of 16 par cent, 
over laat year, with gaiaa oTMl 1-M par cant, 
at Chicago and 19 par oaal at 8t Louia, 
where tha wbairt a p acttla t lwi ragai, and SI 
T>er oant. at BoetoD, whara •tooka bava baan 
fluctuating wildly. Tha goveramant crop 
report atrengthenad wheat, pointing to a 
yield of about 4(17,000,000 bnaliela by meas- 
ure. Eoti mates of shortage in weight range 
from three to eight pounds per bushel, but 
flour baa advanced from $1.16 for shipping 
grades to $3.40 per barrel for patents, or 30 
to ii per cent. If the nse in the price of 
bread, aa yet only one-sixth, leads to a f ill 
of a aixth in tbe ((Uaulity purchasetl, tbe 
difference would lie greater than tbe ahrink- 
agH of wheat at the largeat eatiinate. 

Exports have l>een virtually stopjjed ; from 
Atlantic ports only "T6.4S,5 bushels went out 
last neck.

A WO MAN EXEC UTED. 

Paulina MeCoy, Colorad, Bangad at Valon 
BprlngN. Alabama. For Maroer. 
MoNTaoiiBBT, Ala., Oct lA. — Panline 
UcOoy, colored, who was hanged at Union 
Springs at 10 o'clock Friday for tbe murder 
of Annie Jordan, white, last February, w us 
the third womaa baogad ia Alabama ai nee 
its incorporation aa a state, and ttia tirs-„ 
sinoa tha war. On tbe scaffold ttia woman 
broka down completely, and had to be sup 

K ted on tha trap by two deputy sheriffs. 
I had act satan anything for a day or 
two, and was kept up tqr tbe use of stimu 
lanta. She admitted haviag killed tbe girl 
in bar last speech, but dauiad that har mo- 
tive was robbery. 

Tba crime for which tba woman was 
hanged had not its equal in tbe whole crim- 
inal history of Alabama. Her victim had 
Rtrayed away from her home in this city, lie- 
ing demente<l, and meeting Pauline dow n 
the railroail asked her to accompany ber. 
That was the last seen of Annie, the four- 
teon year old child, until her dead bixly was 
discovered in a pliiin thicket near the road- 
side several days after. Pauline was seen in 
Union Spriii.;s a few ilays lat^-r, wearing the 
8lu>e!i, hat and jacket belonging to her vie 
tim.
